Mr. B. Greer reported that an additional $250,000 had been 
allocated to the Co-operative Development programme by the 
Minister of Employment 5 Training from his Ministry's budget 
allocation . 


Mr. Greer pointed to the planned series of Funding Committee 
meetings to hear all submissions for additional funding of 
co-operatives in the Programme, funds requested from completed 
feasibility studies and also some new applicants. 


A request was made by Mr. B. Greer to hold elections for the 
three representatives nominated by the Co-operative Federation 
of Victoria to the Ministry of Employment and Training. 

The Council resolved to approve such elections and that 
Mr. B. Greer be appointed returning officer. 
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Co-operative Federation of Australia 


The Council called and received a return phone call from 
Mr. B. Freeman, Executive Officer of the N.S.W. Co-operative 
Federation, in which he indicated that the N.S.W. Council 
had accepted the re-structuring of the C.F.A. in principle 
but had not decided on matters, location of office, etc. 

He also said that the Council would meet on 30th November 
to deliberate further. 

The Council of the Co-operative Federation of Victoria regrets 
the lack of developments in this important matter.
